volves almost every minute func­ 
tion both within and without the 
cell, the unit of tissue that multi­ 
plies by div iding 
Some el this knowledge ha - been 
made available for clinical ex peri 
ments 
The desperate efforts to 
halt 
cancer growth 
in hopeless 
ca .es by 
removing 
the adrenal 
glands and even lh* 
body's master giant 
rn the skull cavity. 
met with failure. 
Some believed that tmnplete con 
fro! of the gland- might be a means 
of halting cancer 
Hy 
removing 
these glands 
and 
administering 
doses of hormones necessary to 
maintain normal body 
processes 
it seemed, in theory at least, that 
the growth machinery 
might be 
strictly controlled 


It didn't happen that way. After 
the ((iterations, studies of the pa 
ttents showed that they were sill! 
excreting hormones and upsetting 
the possibility of exterior control 
of grow th. 
Now from the laboratories comes

discovery

animal glands are removed, ap

What is the role of the genes1' 
Do these sub microscopic cell par­ 
ticles that 
blueprint the body’s 
characteristics hold the final sec 
ret of cancer? Possibly. Scientists 
arc learning 
more about 
meta 
lions, -udden changes in a species 
that are handed on to progeny, 
and how they possibly are due to 
missing or misplaced genes. 
Can 
similar genetic “ accidents” be re 
s pons tide for tissue changes and 
cancer'’ We are edging nearer to 
the answer. 
Nearly every system in the body 
is under 
experimentation. 
The 
whole process (if metabolism is 
patiently being studied 
Certain 
enzymes that 
catalyze 
various 
steps are under suspicion and may 
soon be acquitted or convicted. 
One enzyme normally occurring 
in tissues has been found in the 
blood of some 
cancer patients 
Stud ie- of it are continuing

plant enzymes that affect growth 
are under investigation. Those re 
Sponsible for the resting stage of 
buds and bulbs may hold clues to 
growth control 


Tile chemical attack on cancer 
has been more closely pressed rn 
scores of institutions Mass screen 
ing of compounds to find one that 
might halt cancer has turned up 
a few that have a retarding effect 
on growth.

been used in treating leukemia, 
with t e iii p o r a r y results. Hut 
months, and sometimes years, have 
been added to some patients’ live-.

General Pays 
For Dog House 


WASHINGTON IP—Notice to tax­ 
payers: The general has paid up 
for that $1,200 dog house he built 
at government expense. 
This reassuring report was de­ 
livered to the House Armed Serv 
ices committee 
It had expressed 
a keen Interest in the matter 
Maj 
Gen 
Roderick R 
Allen 
wanted his dogs to have the b e s t 
possible accommodations when he 
was at Et. Dix, N. J. 
For their 
comfort he provided a plush ken­ 
nel and a 90-by -60 foot enclosure 
for exercise. 
Allen mentioned in official pa 
pers that he considered the project 
“ in the best interest of the govern­ 
ment for security purposes.” 
So 
the government paid the bill. 
The General Accounting Office, 
government watchdog in these deli­ 
cate affairs, mentioned the incident 
to the Armed Services committee 
a while back. 
The congressmen 
suggested that perhaps the general 
should pay for the canine palace 
himself 
The Army investigated 
It told 
the committee late Thursday its 
inquiry was completed, that “ a 
board of officers fixed pecuniary 
liability’’ for the dog house, and 
that the general had paid up. 
This is a good thing because 
President Eisenhower had suggest­ 
ed the general, now at Et.

ployee the same raise in pay re 
gardless of 'kill or tv po of job 


He found the differences in pay 
levels 
between 
jobs 
of widely 
varying 
responsibility 
and

were so small that there wa- little 


advantage in promotion and little 
incentive for advancement. There­ 
fore giHwi employees were unwill­ 
ing to accept the more responsible 
lobs because the extra pay offered 
did not compensate for the extra 
duties assumed
